Some of these locations are not known today, only the names - 
of the postmasters giving a faint general location, although we do 
know the location of Ovid, Saxon and Hodge. Ovid was at the 
corner west of Millerton, now occupied by the Poston Wayside Park, 
Saxon was on what is now Highway No. 2, about 1 1% miles west of 
New Zion church, and Hodge was about 4 miles southwest of Aller- ° 
ton, near what is now the Armstrong farm. Lucerne Was evidently 
somewhere near the SE corner of Richman township. We would 
have no idea where Orlando was. While Selma was evidently some- 
where near Section 5, Richman township. South Fork was evident- 
ly at what was known in the earty days as Barker’s Mills, near the 
center of Section 1, in South Fork township. Una would likely ‘be 
near the old Fry corner SW of Millerton, And Wayne Cross Roads, 
from the name of Postmaster David H. Havner, somewhere within 
14% miles SW of Millerton, for ‘he lived just west of the Bob Denton 
corner.

Dr. Hinkle started prac- 
ticing medicine about 
1880, and continued un- 


til his death in 1933; at 


which time ‘his age was 
given as 83 years. 


We do not Jhave the date of bis birth, but this 
would indicate about 1849 or ’50. As we know he was 
enlisted in ‘the \Civil War, and as the last enlistments were 
in’ 1864, he could not have been over 14 or 15 years of 
age. But he was a lange man and probably in his youth 
might easily Ihave jassed for 16 or 17 years old. We have 
the information that he went to school at Fairfield as a 
young man, ‘and jprobably grew up near there. 


senses enter 
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Fifty yeans in the practice of medicine ‘is not common in this 
country, yet there are many physicians who attain that position, but 
not many who confine their practice to one locality ‘tor fifty years 
and retire from the same field where they began. 

The unavoidable, disagreeable, circumstances and conditions 
which more or less constantly, the physician has to fiaice, and dispose 
of, does iso rufifle the temper of the physician who has not learned 
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t 
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that human nature is about the same in Kamchatka as it is in Mo- 
sambique, that he concludes to migrate. like a goose, but opposite to 
that of the goose as he thinks he is leaving a hot place for a cooler 
one, whereas the true goose continues to face the difficulties of the 
hot place. 

The first decade of the physician’s life is filled with thrills 
that would curdle the blood of Sitting Bull and Geronimo, or that 
would dJifit his soul up through the grandeur of self contentment, to 
the silvery jplain or self egotism. All things would look very dark 
or all things would look very bright. He feels that impending death 
would ‘soon end his miserable life, or he feels very comfortable and 
bouyant and iat peace with all nations and able and desires to live a 
thousand years. 

It requires a physician who is endowed with conservative 
mentality ten years to acquire ia firm footing and self reliance in the 
diagnosis and treatment of many of the medical problems which he 
has to grapple with in that time. He who has an aggressive mentality 
thinks he is better qualified to cope with the abnormal conditions of 
humanity than is any of his older brethren and is doomed to stumble 
into many pitfalls during his first decade.

Fifty years, one half century, one fortieth of the time since 
the Christian era began, one, one hundred nineteenth of the time since 
the Biblical account of the creation of the wor'd, one sixth of the 
time since the landing of the Pilgrim Fathers at Plymouth, one third 
of the age of the United States, about the average life of our own 
citizens, one mere electrode of the time the world has existed, ac- 
cording to scientific conclusions, just an imaginary shade of exist- 
ence in the aeon of time that the imagination seems to be the age of 
| the universe, fifty co'd winters and fifty warm summers, wifh in- 
cessant labor and eternal vigilance, which is the price of thealth. 

In addition to fighting disease he often has to fight the ele-

or day too gloomy, that the country practicioner does not meet and

It is not all bad, as there are many, mamy beau days and 


nighits to cheer the weary wosn practicioner. When hé is on the 
road to see his patients he often sees the most beautiful and grand 
sights, that nature presents to the eye of man, ‘the position of the 
stars, the planets, the moon, the flash of the meteor athwart the 
sky, the comet floating into our part of the Universe, from a distance 
inconceivable and incomprehensible. 

About forty-eight years ago, while on my road to visit a case, 
I saw a meteor nearly the size of the moon, come into view in the 
southwest when it first struck our atmosphere, probably over Kans- 
as, and traveled to the northeast over me, giving a bright light until 
it exploded and disappeared below the horizon, falling in Illinois, 
giving the grandest and most beautiful sight that could possibly be 
within the confines of our world. 

A trip along a timber road at night is fraught with the possi- 
bilities of meeting with some of the denizens of the forest, who will, 
in their own individual way dispute your right to come among them, 
and break the quiet of their marauding solitude. There is a great 
deal of comfort in night riding, as well as the disagreeable features 
necessarily encountered. A man came to my house on horseback at 
midnight ‘and said his wife was very sick and wanted me to go at 
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once and give her some medicine. When nearing his home five miles 
away, ‘he jpu'led his horse wp close ito mine and told me to do my best 
and not let his wife die now, for he could not very well spare her 
rigit in corn ‘planting time. She was helping ‘him work in the field 
a few days iafiter, | ag 

About ‘thinty-five years ago I treated a man for sub-acute or 
chronic itrouble. He recovered and in due course of time retired to 
the debtors paradise in the west. A few months ago I received a 
letter from ‘his wife stating that one of her family was sick just like 
her husband was when I cured him, and wanted me to send her 
some of the same kind of medicine I gave him. No pay was men- 
tioned. , 

One night about ten o’c'ock I received a phone call to go four 
miles to see a man who was very sick and to come at once. I 
hitched up my team anid drove there in about. ian hour. I found no 
light in ithe ‘house, iall quiet, took my lantern and went in through 
the front door, nobody downstairs, went upstairs and awoke them 
from a very jpleasant sleep anid did not find much the matter, He 
too, soon one night, retired to the debtors’ paradise in the west. 

The country physician’s vacation is no bed of woses. He thas 
to take what comes and cannot choose kind of work, time, when or 
where, but must be ready at all times to respond to tthe ca'l of his 
patients. He cannot engage in any activity that requires continued 
atitention for any length of time, as at any moment lhe may ibe called 
to attend ithe sick. 

Within the last fiiity years we have made a complete change 
in the mode and manrter of conducting the practice of medicine. The 
first to come of importance is the phone, which saves a great deal 
of time and labor. The next is ithe auto which saves ia great deal of 
time and much more convenient in making trips quickly, while the 
faithful old horses rest. The medicines have been made more palat- 
able and convenient ito administer, antidoctions and powders have 
been replaced iby coated wills and tablets and iby capsules and pleas- 
antly prepared syrups anid elixirs. 

Before the phone came, one night about midnight I was called 
by a horseman to go five miles to see a woman who thad gone crazy 
and ran away from thome to a neighbors. I found Jher - enjoying 
great thallucinacions, seeing beautiful waterfalls, colored birds and 
sreen trees and other fine scenery, and hearing the sweetest music, 
which she said was great and grand to hear. She was able to des- 
eribe them with words suitable and full of meaning, grammatically 
correct, and beautiful to kisten ito, and not expected from an un- 
educated person. I gave her a vomit which brought to light a quanti- 
ty of camphur gum. Two hours afterward she walked home perfect- 
l y sane, 

I was called about twenty miles to see a woman who had been 
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sick a long time. As part treatment I performed a minor operauon ~~ 
and ther husband asked me what I changed. When I told him, he said 
it was not enough, and paid me ten do"lars more than I asked. 
I estimate that three-fourths of the practice is good in every 
way, with no disagreeable features in it, but the other fourth is 
more or less disagreeable and some of it mean both to earn and 
_leollect. | . 
I have several times come close ito danger. Splinters from a 


telephone jpo'e struck ‘by lightning, struck my buggy and horses, 
icame near being shot by a crazy man, and was very, very cold many 
times. l have been favored by many neighboring physicians who 
‘were and. are splendid physicians, and great and good men whom it 
isa pleasure to know and counsel with. 

In. the beginning of my practice I had splendid counsel that. 
ivery greatly contributed ‘to the success I have had, and all through 
| the fifty years good physicians have been with me, whom I shall 
/ever hold in grateful remembrance. All the physicians who were in 
Wegmne county when I came, have passed on to the Immortal Shore 
lexcept two, one not being in practice now. Some members of a few 
}o'd families are still here whom I have attended as physician for 
| forty-five or fifty years, Many old fiamilies have only one or two of 

the members left here now, my own being one of them. 
I think there is no better place in ithe world to live than in 
Iowa, so I will continue in the practice as my ‘health will permit. un- 
til old Father Time tells me to quit. . 
This being the second year of my next half century of prac- 
' tice, I am constrained to pause and take a retrospective view, and 
| I note there has been a great change in the environment and atti- 
| tude of mankind toward tihe physician and medicine. 
| Fifty years ago the general public had a simple abiding faith 
| in the old family physician that was unlimited anid ¢rand to behold. 
: The physician partaking to a great extent of the same feeling to- 
| wards his patients, learned to regard them as being near to his own 
| family and treated them as brothers and sisters, sons and daughters, 
and was at home with them, they recognizing in him their good 
counselor and guide. . . 
As years passed by these ties were weakened iand finally were 
almost gone as the old people disappeared, and tthe young generation 
took their place, and the spirit of commercialism crept in as a right 
hand bower to the practice of medicine, and now as I start on my 
second lap of fifty years, I note a distinct change in both patient 
and physician, and no longer is there ithe close communion of fifty 
years ago, less love for the patient and more love for the dollar. 
One who starts in the practice of medicine now, is like start- 
ing in a business career; the only object of which is wealth, money, 
and not so much the high calling of the physician, whose object is 
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to be a conservator of our race. In all human probability fifty year 
_ physicians and those of lesser time, will continue in the practice, ac- 
cepting and conforming to the inevitable progressive changes marked 
out by the gods of education and progress. Yes we will carry on. 
~~ - Tam not unmindful of tthe great and signal honor you have 
given me, by holding at my home, your picnic session of the Wayne 
County Medical Society, in honor of my fifty years in the practice 
of medicine. I am very thankful for the place I hold in your esteem, 
that prompted you ‘to break bread with me on this occasion, | 
recognize another token of friendship and esteem in the beautiful 
_ bouquets of flowers sent me iby my neighbors and the Daughters of 
Veterans.

The Famous Shane Hill | 
Baseball Team 


by W. H. Burton 


While the local interest in ball games today is mostly on foot- 
ball and basketball, it is hard to realize that these games were prac- 
tically unknown jprior to 1900. But before that time every little vil- 
lage.and community thad its baseball teams, and many weekends saw 
some ‘hotly contested games. . 

But let’s go back to some early Wayne county history. Over 
100 years ago, in ithe spring of 1856, there came to Wayne county, 
with his new bride, an Englishman by the name of James E. White- 
ley, and sett’ed on a farm in Section 29, in Jackson township, about 
three miles southwest of where Harvard now is. The next year two 
of his old neighbors, Charles Maytum and Caleb Shane, came all the 
way from England, and settled just across the line in Section 32: 
Many children came to bless the Whiteley and Maytum homes. 
many of them boys, in fact the Whiteley’s had eight boys. and ‘the 
Maytum’s five iboys. 

They ‘soon built a schoolhouse on the Shane land, which soon 
came to be known as the Shane Hill schoolhouse. The boys, as they 
grew up, began playing baseball in the little pasture adjoining ‘the 
schoolhouse. Some time in the early 1870’s there came from some- 
where in the east to teach this school, a man known as Prof. Howell. - 
He was an enthusiastic ball fan, and began teaching ‘these boys all 
the rules of the game. He organized the boys and they soon became 
proficient in the game, and for the first few years were known as 

28 


the Warsaw team, after the little village of that name two miles 
south of them, but it was not long before they came to be called the - 
Shane ‘Hill ball team. . 

‘For the first few years they p'ayed only neanby towns, Cory- 
don, Seymour, Allerton, Humeston, Centerville and Unionville in 
Missouri. The original team was composed of the Whiteley boys, 
Frank, James, Henry, Scott, Ralph, Floyd, Wallace and Carl; the 
Maytum boys, Burl, Wellie, Alf, Nels and Walt, and Bent Shane. 
They also began recruiting other local boys for they had to have 
enough to make two strong practice teams. It is said that for the 
first ten years they never lost a game. 

At first they used home made equipment, bats, mitts, masks 
and without unifonms. It is rumored that their first mask was made 
from an old wire calf weaner. But, as they began to eam money 
from their games, they acquired standard equipment and uniforms. 
These big long fanmmer boys could batt, throw, field and run. They 
were especially good iat base stealing, usually stealing second at will. 
It is said that in all their playing record they only found two catch- 
ers that could pick them off at second. ; 

Prior ‘to the building of the Milwaukee Railroad through that 
pant of Wayne county, there came a civil engineer from the east by 
the name of Prank IMeGregor on the job. He was an experienced 
ball player and pitcher, and showed the boys all ‘the secrets of curve 
pitching and they soon mastered the art and became very skillful at 
it. In fact, Burl Maytum became so expent that very few batters 
could touch him. It is indeed remarkable that a team of local farm 
boys could achieve such a reputation. One of their recnuits, Hollie 
Souder on a farm near (Clio, was scouted by the New York Giants, 
was finally acquired and played professional baseball for 17 years, 

It became so difficult for opposing teams to play even an 
interesting game with them, that nearly all of them would acquire 
some professional players, especially- pitchers and catchers. Only in 
this way could they stand any ‘chance of beating them or even mak- 
ing an interesting game. Even the Shane Hill players, when not 
playing at home, were often hired by some town, especially Burl 
Mayittum anid hiis catcher, Bert Shane. The boys played all over 
southern Iowa from the Mississippi to the Missouri rivers, either 
under their own name, or asa part of some town team. 

It is hard to get a record of the scores of these games. They 
usually were so one-sided thait anyone keeping scores gave up in 
disgust. I watched many of these games played at the Wayne County 
Fairs, but only one that I tried to keep the score—that was a game 
played with Leroy and when I quit keeping score it was 33 to noth- 
ing. One game they played with Seymour was a score at finish time 
of 114 to 8, 

As the fame of the Shane Hill ball team spread they were 
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_ booked wit teams further away, towns that had the idea, that a’- 
t'toug the Shane Hill teams were getting a reputation of being good, 
yet would be no match for their home team. They were known to 
be a team of local fiarm boys, and usually were caricatured in their 
reception as ihayseeds and greeted with all kinds of farm produce 
and equipment. The Grundy County Fair at Trenton, Missouri, met 

trem at the depot with a hayrack and pitchforks. They had arranged 
' for a two-day ‘series of games, and alll over town were displayed 
pumpkins and corn and other products of the farm for these hay- 
' seeds. They wondered if this team of farm boys could interest their 
local team. But when, in the first game, tthe visitors: gave them a 
sound beating, they wired to Kansas City for some professional 
players. But the next day the Shane Hill boys also took care of them 
nicely. 

é However, they were not a"l one-sided games. In the twenty 
some years of playing they were only shut out twice, always with 
professionally loaded up opponents. In a game wit Seymour, against 
a iprofessional pitcher and catcher, they lost in a 2 to 0 game, but in 
the next game with Seymour they won in a 9 to 4 score. The other 
shut-out game was with a Bonapart, lowa team, when they lost 1 to 
0. This was a remarkab’e record, especially when they were con- 
tinually up against professional men with a national reputation. But 
they were beaiten a few times, always with a low score. One game 
that was played with Albia, the Shane Hill boys were leading by a 
slender margin, when in the last half of the nineth inning, Nate 
Kendall, for the Albia team, hit a Jong ball that won the game for 
Albia. ea F 

This brings to mind an interesting incident that happened in 
the early 1920’s. Nate Kendall was running for Governor of Iowa— 
he was later elected—and was staying at the hotel in Corydon and 
meeting the people. Someone brought Carl Whiteley around to meet 
him with the introduction of, “Here is one of the old Shane Hill ball 
players.” Kendall jumped up and grabbed Carl’s hand ‘and said, “Is 
your name Whiteley or Maytum?” The game they lost.to Albia was 
one of a series of games in which Shane Hill won all the other 
games. In a series of games with Cleartield, Iowa, Shane Hill Jost 
two games in a row. In a game with Garden Grove, in which these 
rivals ‘had hired the Acheson, Kansas Browns, the Shane Hill team 
won 2 to 0. The Garden Grove, Acheson Browns, had Pop Eyler, a 
noted pitcher on the mound. ~ 

I have been itrying, so far unsuccessful'y, to get from some 
of the second and third generation of descendants of these players, 
some scores of the games that were played: If I do get some of this 
information I may add it on the end of this manuscript before it 
goes to press. One of the most frequent rivals was the town of Hum- 
eston, with whom they played many games. Most of these were at 
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the Wayne County Fair, which after hard fought games, Shane Hill ~ 
usually won. The grandstand would ibe crowded with wildly cheer- 
ing fans for their favorite team. I remember being in the grand-— 
stand ‘and hearing old Mother Shane shouting epithets at the um-_ 
pires in wat she considered an unfair decision. The Shane Hill 
boys played many games with Chillicothe and Princeton, Missouri, 
but which were usually very one-sided games, they being no match 
| for these expert farm iboys. 

Wien the New York Giants came to see Hollie Souder, the 
man Janded in Clio on a midnight train in January. The next morm- 
ing ‘he was driven out to the Souder farm in a bobsled, where Hollie 
was given a 5-year contract. The old Shane Hill team today is but 
a memory, and yet they did stage a come-back exhibition game. On 
Labor Day, in September, 1918, in connection with the Allerton 
Chautauqua, the old Shane Hill players once more took on a team 
of old rival players, with all the receipts going to the Red Cross. All 
the Shane Hill players were there except Dr. Wellie Maytum, who 
was with the U.S. forces in France, While the game generated a lot 
of interest and excitement, and was won by the Shane Hill boys 10 
to 8, these 50 and 60-year-old men were probably mighty stiff and 
lame for a few days. Henry Whiteley was the captain of the old 
team, would arrange for the games and the placing of the players, 
who were nearly ail tall strong men. I used to watch and admire 
Carl Whiteley when they were taking the field and he would be 
taking ‘his position on first base, he would roll out cart wheel 
fashion, hanidis over hee's all the way to first. 

It has been interesting to follow. up the lives of these ball 
players, who had spent so many years in their younger days on the 
ballfield. Their paying days were roughly from the mid-1870’s to 
the mid-1890's, though no. doubt working into some future occupa- 
| tion while still playing ball. Bert Shane passed away sometime 
around the end of their playing days. Most of the Whiteley boys 
stayed in Wayne county, taking up farming, in dumber yards, and in 
stores. They ‘do ‘tell me that Wallace Whiteley, after keeping store in 
Harvard for several years, then moved to California. 

However, it was different with the Maytum boys. Only one, 
Water, the youngest, stayed on the old home farm in Section 32, in 
Jackson township and lived out his life there. Wellington (Wellie) 
graduated from the State University about 1893, in medicine, and 
spent this life in practice at Alexandria, South Dakota. Burlington 
(Burl), graduated in dentistry irom Iowa City in 1897. They both 
played ball for the University ball team and were never defeated 
there. Burl first went to Cherokee, Iowa, where he and his brother 
Alfred, (Alf) played ball, then he moved to Paullina, Ia. where for 
50 years until his death, he practiced dentistry. Alf took up tele- 
graphy and followed that profession until he retired, at Fowler, 
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age Nelson, (Nels), Beate a station agent for the en 
Railroad at Polo, Missouri until he died in 1936. As far as I know 
the only ones. left of the old players are, Floyd Whiteley, 91, ait 
Corydon and Alf Maytum, 88, at Fowler, Kansas. 


So ends the saga of the old Shane Hill ball team. Besides 
what little personal experience I have contributed, a great deal of 
.my information comes firom an old write-up by J. C. Harvey in « 
specia’ edition of the Seymour Herald, December, 1934. Then there 
is the information about the Maytum boys. This comes from Dr, F.
